The currenl procedure is to 
allow small groups of park vigiiors to ent-ar lha enclosure 'witti the cub, atocompaniad by 1 or 2 park attondanig. 
Howover. iTie attendants do not maintain any form of physical control o^ar itia cubs. Big cal cubs cl thrs a^ aro able 
to move quickly and can lintlict t»arm qn nearby persons, On 22 October £0i4 a park visilor interacting with an 
unoontmlled 1£ weak old lion cub was bilien or eoratctied, and labor sought madioal attantion lor the injury. Facilities 
that allow publ>c inlaraclion of cubs musi hawe iralned altendants prasent, and maintain physical control ol the animal 
to minimise the risk of harm to tbe cub and to members oF the public- 
Correct from this point lorward.
